SHELL COMPANY OF CALI­ 
FORNIA, A CORPORATION, A 
FRANCHISE TO LAY A PIPE 
LINE FOR THE TRANSPORTA­ 
TION OF OIL, GASOLINE, 
WATER AND GAS. 
The City Council of the 

City of Torrnnne, State of Cali­ 
fornia, do ordain us follows: 

 Section I. A franchise Is here­ 
by grunted to tho Shell, Company 
of California, u corporation, to lay 
und construct, and for a period of 
lovly yearn from and 'after the date 
of the franMilso to maintain, oper­ 
ate, repair, renew, change the. size 
of, and remove one (1) plpo lino 
for the purpose of hie transporta­ 
tion and distribution of oil and/or 
gasoline anil/or water and/or gas 
under, aliovc, along and across cer­ 
tain highways and portions of 
highways In -tho City of Torrance, 
California, doscrfbed as follows, to- 
wlt: 

Beginning at tlm intersection 
of Viilo Avenue and El Camlno- 
Real; Iheneo northerly along 

, Vine. Avenue to the westerly 
extension of the- northerly lino ' 
of Lot six. (6) In tract number 
1062. 
.Section 2. mils rran'chlso Is 

granted and .shall bo held und en­ 
joyed only upon the terms and con­ 
ditions herein contained, and tho 
grantee must, within thirty (30) 
(Jays after the 'passage of this or­ 
dinance, file with the City Clerk 
of the Clly of Torrance, California, 
a written acceptance of the terms 
and conditions herein expressed.
